| hud the opportunity 10 visit with and inerviow Sister 
Jean, KG6UGO on All Saints Day, November 1, 
2008 while touring the Mother House at the Mission San Jose 
campus with Stan Towle, WAGZGI, of the QCWA Chapter 
11, Nonhern California, Sister Jean isa relatively new mem- 
bet ofthe QCWA and of Chapter IT and PAARA. Her very 
ood frend Stan, WAGZGI, was instrumental in having hee 
join and looks forward to he participation in Chapter 11 ac- 
tivities. Sister Jean qualifies for fll membership in the 
QCWA as she previously held call sin KN6HIGG in 1955, 
This was researched and cenifid by the QCWA administra 
tion office. So please welcome our newest member. And, by 
the way, the OP behind her nme means: Order of Preachers. 

Allow me to tell you a litle bit about Sister Jean a itis a 
fascinating tue story, nota fictional thing as some have sug 
gested. She was born on November 17,1939, in San Fran 
sco to her ueky parents, Chester and Margaret Smith who 

jved on Osean Avenue. She was given the name Joepine 
Faith Smith. Her parents had eloped in 1933 and were mar 
ried in San Jose a the tender ages of 18 and 19.1 should be 
noted that in those days, you were required 1 be at least 21 
years of ago before marrying. Her Father, Chester, was from 
Corvallis, Oregon, and her Mother, Margaret, grew up in San 
Jose. They met while attending San Jose High School. I was 
lmerestng because they both ended up working in accounting 
and became qualified book keepers. He lived in San Francisco 
nd commuted to work in San Jose onthe tain. Her Mother, 
‘worked in San Francisco and lived in San Jose so they would 
pass each other almost every day while riding the commuter 
trains. Her pareas had established a method af communicat- 
Ing by leaving a writen leer for the other atthe train sta- 
tions. They were notable to actually live togeter for several 
years afer their marriage, but they did find a place and 

jved in San Francisco for some time before moving over to 
Berkeley 

Sister Jean was blessed with a real, human sister by the 
name of June Evelyn wo was born earlier than her in 1936 
The family moved to Beskeley in 1940 so that their father 
could take a job atthe Richmond Paar Terminals asa book 
Keeper. These were the huge, busy fright yards that provided 
‘much of the ocean going feight shipping that was so much a 
pat of the economy’ during that time in California. 

Sister Jean was s fom boy type, but she always was so im- 
pressed with her older sister and did everything she could to 
be like he. Sister Jean can recall being abit ofa loaner who 
Played inthe sandbox by herself alot ofthe time. Her family 
moved to Richmond in 1948 and lived thre until Highway $0 
‘vas Being built, The State of California purchased the home 
they lived into build the new freeway. In 1951 they moved 0 
Albany where Sister Jean shared a bedroom with her sister 
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jean. They would speak French to cach other so thei parents 
‘would not understand the conversation. 

‘lune graduated in 1952 from Albany High School while 
Sister Jean gradusted in 1957. June had skipped a grade so 
she was able actually enter UC Beskeley at age 16. She was 
‘very smart ‘cookie’ and Sister Jean can reall many activities 
Where she became so competitive, just to Keep up with her 
‘briny sister who always scemed io be taking the next ie 
Step as she was just coming into that par of her life 

Sister Jean took summer school clases from 1952 through 
1957 where she learned Weaving and other dy like’ applica- 
tions. However, one of the more interesting classes 35 an 
amateur radio course where she was able to bring her CW 
Skill and speedup 1 75 wpm and had the electronic theory in 
Place to tke the FCC test and ear her first ham radio call 
Sign of KNGHRG, in 1955, She realy did not have any 
‘money for equipment at that time, so her interest in radio 
wvaned, 

Sister Jean stated as a math major at UC Berkeley in 1958 
where her clas size went from 100 in high school to 3000 at 
the University. She also took a punt time campus job inthe 
Registrars Office. She later changed her major to physical 
education and kept taking summer school clases. She was 
‘ery active during tha time with badminton; swimming ld 
hockey; baseball basket ball, etc. She can recall hata woman 
athlete was not a popular position tobe in durin that period 
fof time. She graduated in 1961 with her Bachelors degree in 
Diysical education and science from the University of Cali= 
fornia, Berkeley, By 1962 Sister Jean had carmed her teaching 
credentials for secondary School and was working ina sum- 
fer camp as @ sports counselor at Camp Imelde in Monte 
Rio, near Gusrneville 

She continued for several summers at this camp and ul- 
mately became the camp dizector during the 1963 t0 1965 
seasons. This particular amp was operated by the Don 
Sisters This was Sister Jan's frst exposure tothe C 
religion as she had grown up as an Episcopalian Church 
tebe. 

By 1961, Sister Jean converted tothe Catholic religion be- 
cause of the influence of the Sister's that she had met and 
worked with atthe summer eamp. In 1968, she entered the 
Dominican Sisters of Mission San Jose to start the process of 
becoming a Nun and giving herself to God's work for the rest, 
of her ie. One year was spent asa postulant and anther year 
435 a novice. BY 1970, Sisier Jean was teaching clementary 
School at Francs Cabrini elementary school in south cetral 
Tos Angeles. Se can still remember the bullet holes inthe 
walls and windows and stoet gangs tying 1 break into the 
School and th convent where shelved. For the next 30 years, 
Sister Jean travelled around California and worked in many 

atholic elementary schools. This included seven summers of 
part time University courses atthe University of San Fran- 
‘sco in theology where she ultimately eamed s Masters de- 
gree in Theology in 1984. Her Master's thesis was about St. 
Catherine and St. Teresa, the Doctor’ ofthe Cathlie Church 
In 1093, Sister Jean was moved to the Mother Howse atthe 
“Mission San Jose to be the librarian who would "automate the

Years ate, she taught clases at 
LUC Berkeley for those who wanted to be conscientious obj 
tors, What a diflerence ‘Sister Jean sistained some health 
problems over the yeats including a 1979 brain surgery for 
Sneurysm’s that had caused er to temporarily lose er mem 
‘ory She has had other health problems tht restricted her visit 
to Lourdes, France, for the traditional bath and has had many 
Visits to the Mission San Jose vacation house in the Santa 
Cruz mountains were she got to know the local squires 

Sister Jean's paren’ had retired tothe Willets area where 
they pased on in 1990 1991. Her sister June passed om in 
December of 2007 Sister Jean is now living in the Care Cen 
ter ofthe Mission. She does not get out much anymore, ex- 
cept for the day trips compliments of WAGZGL She docs 
‘maintain a small radio station at the Mission with a Yaesu 2 
‘meter rig; an Toons handheld and an older Heathkit HF rig that 
she built herself years ago. Infact, another Chapter 11 mem- 
bet, Joe Tumminaro, KGJFT, willbe donating his Cusheraft 
Rf HF anfenna tothe Mision San Jose so Sister Jean can 
continue with her HF activities.
